HARDEN CONVICTED 
ONBRIBERY CHARGE 


Man Known as “King of 
the Moonshiners” Fined 
$1,500 and Given Term 
of Two Years in Pen. 


John Henry Harden, known as 
the “King of the Moonshiners,” was 
convicted Thursday in the United 
States district court on charges 
of bribery, and was fined $1,500 
and sentenced to the federal pen- 
itentiany for two years, He at once 


filed notice with Judge Sibley that 
he will demand a new trial, and 


he was released under $3,000 bond. 
A verdict of guilty was returned at 
2:30 o’clock Thursday afternoon, 
after the jury gad deliberated for 
30 minutes. The trial beran Wed- 
nesday with Harden’s plea of not 
guilty, and the first witness was 
heard Thursday morning. Harden 
was represented by Attorneys Clay. 
Robertson & Anderson, of Marietta, 
and the prosecution was conducted 
by W. Pau! Carpenter, assistant 
district attorney. 

Harden was for many years one 
of Cherokee county’s most promi- 
nent and well-to-do citizens, hav- 
ir.g been a prosperous planter, ‘mer- 
chant and financier and at one time 
foreman of the grand jury. He 
had been an active worker in re- 
ligious affairs. Shortly 
federal prohibition amendment ‘be- 
came effective, he was convicted on 


a charge of distilling, and served

EK. T. Dixon, federal 
agent, the first government wite 
ness, said that during the Februr 
ary term of court this year, Harden 
Was in town, admittedly for e 
purpose, it is claimed, of ascertaining 
Judge Sibley’s attitude toward con- 
victed distillers. Judge Sibley had 
just been appointed to the bench 
for this district. Agent Dixon tes- 
tified that one day he was accosted 
by Harden in the courtroom lobby 
and was told “if you and Tom Har- 
ris will not be so hard on my dis- 
tillers, I will make it intéresting.” 
Agent Dixon said he acted ase~if 
he was interested in lis proposition, | 
and tohkid Harden he would “have 
to study about it.” Dixon said he 
immediately reported his conversa- 
tion with Harden to G. T. E. Harde- 
man, assistant supervising prohibi- 
tion agent, who in turn reported 
the incident to D. J. Gantt, super- 
vising agent. The federal agents 
consulted with the district attor- 
ney, and it.was agreed that Dixon 
was to go ahead and make prepara- 
tions for accepting the bribe if it 
was offered again. 

Again Bronched Subject. 

A few days later, it was said, Har- 
den was in the postoffice building 
again, and approcahed Agent Dixen 
with the subject of “protection.” 
Agent Dixon said he was offered 


$500 in cash in the courtroom lob- 
by, and that he suggested to Har- 
den that the place was too public 
for making the transfer and asked 
him to be at his room imthe Wil- 
mot hotel that, afternoon afte® court 
adjournment. “Dixon arranged with 
other federal officers to have a dic- 
tagraph installed in his room on 
a hatrack. An overcoat was hung 
over the instrument. 

At the appointed time the two 
met and went to the room, it Was 
said. Harden occupied the chair 
near the concealed dictagraph and 
Dixon sat o n the bed. Wires from 
the distagraph led to another room 
on the same floor, from wheh the 
two men could be seen through the 
windows. Agents R. W. and Scott 
Jackson “listened in” while Agent 
Tom Harris stationed himself at the 
window to witness the tr: <action. 
Mr. Hardeman waited in the hall- 
way, outeide of Dixon’s room.

WILSON IS DESCRIBED 
AS INTENSELY HUMAN 


| 


His Only Fault, Tumulty 
Says, Is That He Doesn't 
Know How to Play to 
Gallery — Reaction of 
Wilson to War Pictured. 


Washington, October 238.—An in- 
timate picture “of the maaner of 
man this Woodfow Wilson really 
is,” based on ten years as his pri- 
vate secretary and touche here and 
there with hitherto unzublished in- 
cidents in the president's official life 
was drawn tonight by Joseph P. 
Tumuicy, speaking at a democratic 
masgqmeeting, just over the tine in 
Maryland. 

Mr. ‘lumulty described the pres- 
ident “as man as strangely mi§un- 
derstood by some and as violently 
misrepresented by others as any 
man in the history of American poli- 
tics.” He had long desired, he said, 
to tell the country what he knew 
of Mr. Wilson’s character but had 
refrained in the knowledge that the 
predident, “who shrinks from self- 
exploitation would resent exploita- 


With the approach of Mr. Wilson's 
retirement.to private life, however, 
Secretary Tumulty continued, “it 
seems to me not improper that, just 
before the curtain rises on the last 
act, I modestly step out from my 
obscurity in the wings, and tell the 
andiénce a few things about the 
leader An this great drama of the 
past ei years.” 

Ten Years of Intimacy. 
Recalling his ten years in the “in- 
timate relationship of a private sec- 
retary,” the speaker said: 

“I may be presumed to .know at 
least as much about nim grin gen- 
tlemen who discourse v@ubly of him 
in Pullman smokers; on the golf 
links, and in the clubs, who assure 
you that ali they say is fact—-for 
they had it on the word of a friend 
of a friend who passed through 
Washington once and heard a man 
say that another man said, etc.” 
Among incidents on which he 
drew to illustrate his subject, Mr. 
Tumulty recalled the reaetion of the 
president to the applause which 
greeted delivery of his war mes- 
sage to congress on Aprii 6, 1917. 
“On that fateful day,” Secretary 
Tumulty said, “I rode with him back 
from the capitol to the white house, 
the echo of the applause still ring- 
ing in my ears. For a while he 
sat silent an dpale in the cabinet 
room. At last he said: ‘Think what 
it was they were applauding. It 
means death for our young men. 
How strange it seems to applaud 
that.’ ” 

“That simple remark,” Secretary 
Tumulty continued, “is one key to 
an understanding of Woodrow Wil- 
son,” who, ne said, hated and dread- 
ed war with “all of the fibres of his 
human soul.” 

As further evidence of the presi- 
dent’s sense of responsibility in the 
blood shed by American soldiers, Mr. 
Tumulty told of the day when news 
came of American casualties at Vera 
Cruz in 1914. 

Hew He Took Vera Cruz News. 

“When the news came,” he said, 
“the president was quiet all day. 
He went about his business methodic- 
ally, with his usual clear judgment 
and prompt decisions, but that night 
he sat silent for awdong time. At 
last he said: ‘I cannot get it off 
my heart. it had to be done. It 
was right. Nothing else was possi- 
ble; but 1 caanot forget that it was 
I who had to order thdse young men 
to their deaths.’” 

Earlier that year, when - word 
came “that a German vessel, laden 
with munitions, was on its way to 
Mexico,” President Wilson talked 
over the telephone wire with Secre- 
taries Bryan ,end Daniels, and Mr. 
Tumulty said he also was on the 
telephone during the conversation. 
When the situation had been stated 
to the president, he said. “the voice 


came back, clear and firm: ‘Order 
Admirai Mayo to take Vera Cruz at 
once.’”’ ' 

“Just before I cut off the connec- 
tion,” Secretary Tumulty continued. 
“I said a word to the president about 
the tragedy of it all. His voice re- 
sponded, no longer clear, but muf- 
fled, when one chokes back a 
sob: hat do you think of it, 
Tumulty? It means death. It breaks 
my heart, but it must be done,” 

Secretary Tumulty recalled also 
Mr. Wilson's determination. to. ride 
in the funeral procession of the ma- 
rines and sailors killed at Vera 

when the bodies were brought 
to New York. Disquieting rumors 
that attack was planned on his 
life had reached secret service’ men. 
Mr. Tumulty “one undertook 
to him, saying: ‘You 
will show all proper respect by ap-

The total estimated cost of the

while the budget included only ex- 
penditures fron¥ July 1. 

About $200,000 was spent between 
June 14 and July 1, Mr. Upham’s 
office estimated, leaving the esti- 
mated disbursements from July 1 
to November 2, approximately 
$3,243,000, about $162,000 in excess 
of the estimated budget. 

Contributions received since June 
14 total $2,914,706.08, or $128,186.24 
less than the amount expended to 
date, Mr. Upham’s report ‘shows.

Asks for Republican Senate. 

Cc. L. Knight, editor of The Akron 
Beacon Journal and republican can- 
didate for gress from this dis- 
trict, presi@eu at the meeting, and 
Harry L. Davis, republican guber- 
natorial nominee, made a_e speech 
precedjhg that of Mr. Harding. For 
both of these and for Frank B. Wil- 
lis, republican candidate for senator. 
the presidential nominee made a 
special plea. He praised Mr. Knight 
as one of the most conscientious 
American editors and declared he 
was. needed in congress “as a dem- 
onstration that there still is a free 
press and free speech in the United 
States.”

conducting the war, thereby to has- 
ten the end of the war.” The 
speaker recalled the  president’s 
speech to officers of the Atlantic 
fleet in 1917, published long after, 
in which he said: “I am willing 
to sacrifice half the navy Great 
Britain and we together have to 
crush the submarine nest.” 

“It was he,” Secretary Tumulty 
continued, “who insisted on mining 
the North sea to cut off the German 
hornets. .. . Experts said that 
it could not be done. The civilian, 
Wilson, said it could be done, must 
be done and it was. It was the 
civilian Wilson who broached the 
Plan for combining the allied pow- 
ers in the west under the supreme 
command of General Foch in order 
that all the allied forces could be 
concentrated on the German forces 
to crush them.

In Indiana 
and Ohio, where the fight has taken 
Qn unusual intensity, the district 
leaders are voting thousands of 
people, who are old or ailing, at 
their homes, in order to save time. 
In fact, I found in Indiana that in 
some districts, the leaders are ap- 
plying for ballots to be voted at 
home, by sorie who could go to the 
polls, but, because of the heavy reg- 
istration in certain precincts, were 
being voted at home to insure all 
people registered getting in during 
the established hours. 

Counting Greatly Delayed. 

In scores of precincts in the east 
and middle west it has been discov- 
ered that the registration is such 
that, if an average of even three 
minutes were given each voter reg- 
istered,,all could not vote within 
the period established by law. | 

In 1912 the total vote on the pres- 
ident was 13,031,169. In 1916 this 
vote increased to 18,528,743, but in 
anticipation of the increased vote 
mahy states made provision for extra 
election machinery. This year, it 
is estimated that the total presiden- 
tial vote will range around 24,000,- 
000, which increase has not been 
generally provided for by the states. 

In 1916 there were premature cele+ 
prations of victories by many from 
presidential candidates down, only 
to have the final vote a day or s0 
later, reveal that in many instances, 
including the presidency, the early 
indicated results proved erroneous.

Heoxsey’s Statement, 

When the commission resumed 
the telephone company’s hearing 
yesterday afternoon, Chairman C. M. 
Candler questioned. Mr. Hoxsey on 
the relationship of the Southern Bell, 
the Western Electric and American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, 
and the withess made the following 
statement: 

“The American Telephone and 
Telegraph company owns outright 
all the stock of the Southern Bell, 
and has owned it for several years, 
but so far as I know, it does not 
Own any of the bonds of the South- 
ern Beil. The American Telephone 
and Telegraph has from time to time 
advanced large sums of money to 
the Southern Bell for construction 
and equipment, and has taken the 
Southern Bell's demand notes. These 
notes would accumulate and when 
it becomes necessary for the South- 
ern bell to pay them they were 
usually paid either by issuing ad- 
ditional stock or by selling bonds 
and paying them with the proceeds. 


|The Southern Bell now owes the 


American Telephone and Telegraph 
about $1,400,000, covered by demand 
notes. It is necessary to pay these 
notes, and the company cannot find 
a sale for its bonds b uge of the 
insufficiency of its ear ss. 

“The American Telephone and 
Telegraph also owns, I understand, a 
majority of the stock of the West- 
ern Electric company, which is a 
very large manufacturer of tele- 
phone equipment. The relation of 
the Southern Bell to the Western 
Electric is similar to the relation 
between principal and agent, that 
is to say, the Western Electric acts 
as ying agent for the Southern 
Bell. There is a contract whereby 
the Southern Bell pays the Western 
Electric a commission on such pur- 
chases. This arrangement very 
often enables the Southern Rell to 
buy equipment at a great saving.” 

Sezsion Adjourns. 

With testimony still unfinished, 
the chairman alte Thursday afternoon 
adjourned the session until Friday 
morning when Mr. Hoxsey wil] 
complete his testimony, d repre- 
sentatives opposing the granting of 
the petition will probably enter fur- 
ther protests. Should the commis- 
sion decide to grant the new rates, 
it is understood some of the prot- 
estants are depending upon con- 
tracts between their municipalities 
and the telephone company to pre- 
vent any local increase. 

Mayor B. P. Jackson, of Vidalia, 
stated yesterday his city has a con- 
tract which gives residence ‘tele- 
phones a rate of $2 per month and 
business telephones at $3 _ per 
month.

“Judge Taft 
yesterday said that a new. associa- 
tion of nations could not even be 
talked about for the simple reason 
that the league was now formed 
with forty-three nations. They will 
not break it up to please Russia, 
Turkey, Mexico and the United 
States.”

Taft and Senator Johnson nearer to- 
gether than ever before,” said the 
speaker. “I contend that Taft and 
Johnson tonight are agreed that the 
republican candidate is trying to 
wiggle and wobble into the presi- 
dential] chair.” 
The governor’se overflow audience 
hissed the name of Senator Lodge, 
of Massachusets, when the demo- 
cratic candidate repeated his “con- 
spiracy” charge against the répub- 
lican leader. 

‘Wherever I go, from the _ salt 

water of the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific,’ Governor Cox said, “the peo- 
ple seem to know whom I'm talking 
about.’”

Renewing his challenge to demio- 
cratic leaders to show any incon- 
Sistency or change of position in his 
utterances on the league issue, Sen- 
ator Harding declared that he had 
Stood unfailingly against accepting 
membership in the Versailles 
league, but in favor of an interna- 
tional association founded on pria- 
ciples of justice. 

In stating his~ position on the 
league, Mr. Harding declared he had 
voted for ratification with reser- 
vations because that was the only 
Way the senate could deal with the 
problem as it was presented by the 
president. He outlined the argu- 
ment in favor of the reservations 
on mandates. withdrawal and Arti- 
lican qualification had been des- 
ignated to “limit our obligations. 
not to make them clearer.” 


The president's proposal for a 
mandate over Armenia, the eandi- 
date asserted. had shown in strik- 
ing fashion the wisdom of the re- 
publican reservations. He addei 
that, although the United States 
government sympathized deeply 
with Armenia, it could not afford 
to send an army of 70,0°9 to 100,- 
000 there “after Great Britain and 
France had taken all the desirable 
territory bordering on Armenia. 
leaving to Uncle Sam the starving 
and oppressed people of Armenia.” 

Quoting from a British publica- 
tion which declared the United 
States was doing more than any 
other nation in the world. in. the 
way of rehabilitation. by its’ con- 
tributions to European relief, the 
nominee said: 


“That is the sou! of America. Talk 
about breaking the heart of the 
world. America ts healing the heart 
of the world. But even if the heart- 
breaking tragedy were true. I would 
rather break the heart of the world 


than destroy the soul of American 
nationality.” 


Party Government and League. 

In his discussion of party govern- 
ment and the league, Senator Har- 
ding said: 

‘I know very well that the 
American people are thinking of 
calling the republican party back 
to service in the nation. I have 
a very strong conviction that you 
are foing to elect a republican as 
president of the United States. But 
I warn you, don’t do it unless you 
intend to put the republican party 
in power in the congress as well 
as in the executive office. 


“IT would not want to be your 
President unless you are going to 
five us a republican congress to 
translate republican promises into 
legislative enactments. It is very 
important to have a majority in the 
United States senate and you ought 
always to think of the senate as 
saving to you your American lib- 
erty. Don’t be distressed about: the 
so-called senatorial oligarchy. There 
isn’t any. I think we would have 
succeeded this year in harmonizing 
the senate into a completely use- 
ful ag~ent if it had not been for the 
interference of the chief executive, 
who was not satisfied with running 
his own end of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue.

First-class coaching, it is true, 
has had something to do with the 
phenomena, but the word “daring” 
comes/nearer describing the reasun 
for the rapid rise of the lesser col- 
legs. The smaller teams have been 
. willing to attempt venturesome 

y and, as a matter of fact, a 

bat deal of progress in the game 
has come in this manner. The 
older teams have been more con- 
servative. 

_From the middle west have come 
some of the splendid examples 
-wWhich chronicled real development 
of the forward pass, but we must 
remember that teams like Wash- 
ington and Jefferson and others be- 
low the Mason and Dixon line, 
along with the elevens of the far 
west and the Pacific coast assisted 
greatly in establishing value to the 
forward pass. And as (for shift 
plays, they were really the creation 
of the larger middle western elev- 
ens, and were considerably perfect- 
ed by the coast teams. 


Another Reason. 


But there is another reason for 
the smaller colleges inarch to foot- 
Dall fame. It is the willingness of 
the “infant” institutionsto play the 
yart of David with the Goliaths of 

he footbali world. Nowadays we 


ee smaller elevens playing sched- 
vales that include teams of sup- 


posedly superior strength, and al- 
shough the smaller college—for a 
season of two—may suffer some de- 
feats, it nevertheless is trained in 
that rigid football discipline, which, 
at one and the same time, makes for 
prestige and also gives birth to tra- 
jitions which constantly act as a 
spur to the smal! college team in 
all future contests. 

Many persons have forgotten the 
Bpectactlar career of the Carlisle 
Indians at the time when Gleen

such teams as Pennsylvania, Har- 


vard, Yale and Colgate. 
The present season will possibly 


familiarize us more than ever witb 
intersectional play, and will serve 
to contrast sections in a way that 
hitherto has been impossible. When 
Harvard, for instance, which is one 
of the most conservative of eastern 
institutions and one which has 
frowned on long trips and post- 
Season coaches, made its cross-con- 
tinent trip to play in the tourna- 
ment of roses at Pasadena against 
Oregon, it broke away ftom the 
hide-bound tradition. But all this 
makes for improvement in the game 
of football and a wider diffusion 


of knowledge of the game’s fine 
points. 


Fat Men in Football. 


Few fat men make good on the 
gridiron. This is not in detraction 
of the yeomen service rendered by 
some of the heavyweights, but the 
real stars of avoirdupois have been 
very few in number. Hooper, the 
old Dartmouth center, was one. 
Henry, the Washington and Jef- 
ferson tackle, was the star of this 
position for some years on All- 
American teams. Carter Galt, of 
Yale, reached a high place in the 
football hall of fame last year. and 
there have been several others 
whose girth did not interfere with 
stellar playing. But, as a rule, 
they have been. just average line 
men—men who have performed 
g00d service in an inconspicuoys 
way. 

The tendency toward heavier ends 
is growing. Harvard had such 
good experience with Smith several 
years ago that she\has gone in for 
heavier ends ever since. Desmond 
on wing last year was a 200-pound- 
er and Yale has profited, especial- 
ly in the past, through such broad- 
shouldered, muscular men as Shev- 
lin, Bomeisler and Kilpatrick. 
There has always been a desire to 
get heavier quarterbacks, but Lon- 
nie Stagg, out in Chicag0shas been 
the only man successful in develop- 
ing a “heavier than usual’ quarter- 
back. He is responsible for Ken. 
nedy. 

A Kaleidoscopic Gridiron. 

This has been a season of sur- 
prises, but nowhere more so than 
in the middle west. Take, for ex- 
ample, Northwestern’s defeat of 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin’s down- 
fall at the hands of Ohio State. 
From present appearances, it would 
seem that Ohio State, Illinois and

fights, will hold a conference here 
tomorrow which may decide wheth- 
er there will be a baseball war over 
the proposed reorganization of the 
national game. 

‘Officially, the conference is a 
Meeting of the league’s board of 
directors,e but unofficially the clubs 
which Johnson terms the “loyal 
five’ will be present, while the 
three which have opposed the junior 
circuit president in his administra- 
tion of league affairs have not been 
invited. 

Meeting with Johnson will be 
representatives of the Phtiadelphia, 
Washington, Cleveland, Detroit and 
St. Louis clubs. Th will take up 
the proposal made by the ight Na- 
tional league and the Chicago, New 
York and Boston American league 
clubs that the national commission 
be abolished and control of baseball 
be placed in the hands ofa “civilian 
tribunal” of three men financially 
disinterested in the game. 


Baseball men point out that there 
are two courses which the magnates 
might take tomorrow. One is to 
agree with the other eleven major 
league clubs at the session called 
for November 8. The other is to 
refuse to take part in the proposals 
for a change in professional base- 
ball magagement. 

While President Johnson tonight 
would make no. statement, his 
friends expressed th: opinion that 
the club owners would agree to 
take part in the November confer- 
ence. 

If this is done it is believed John- 
son and his followers will present 
a counter-proposition for reorgan- 
ization which will contain the prin- 
ciples of the Lasker plan, but with 
several changes in the administra- 
tion of the plan. Such action, it 
is believed, will avert a baseball 
war, unless it was found impos- 
sible to reach an agreement at the

HEALTH TALKS

| MASKED LUNG FEVER. * 
In elderly or feeble subjects, or 

in subjects of Bright’s disease, or in 

alcoholic habitues, pneumonia may 


develop without the customary pre- 
liminary chill, without any ‘notice- 
able fever, without any particular 
complaint of pain or distress on the 
part of the victim, but just an un- 
wonted degree of weakness or pros- 
tration. Indeed, it is a common 
terminal condition in various chron- 
ic diseases and in advanced age. 
Pneumonia in a drinker has too 
often been mistaken for delirium 
tremens, because the mental’ wan- 
dering or confusion may be the only 
Symptom apparent to the casual] ob- 
Server, Or even to the careless doc- 
tor summoned by the police, Pneu- 
monia in infants often begins with 
a convulsion, instead of the mere 
chill commonly seen in the onset in 
adults; and when this convulsion 
of onset is followed after a day or 
two by stupor or coma (unconscious- 
ness), as is often the case, a diag- 
nosis of meningitis may be guessed 
at, unless the physician carefully 
examines the infant’s lungs. 


Physicians who are, perhaps, a 
trifle too enthusiastic about operat- 
ing, sometimes rush a young patient 


to the operating room for an ap- 
pendicitis operation, only to discover 
at the last moment, or maybe right 
afterward, that the pain in the low- 
er right side was really ‘due to 
pneumonia in the lower right lobe. 


The pain of pneumonia is not the 
soreness or rawness of the chest, 
which is commonly felt with vart- 


ous slight acute conditions in which 
there may be much coughing. One 
with such soreness. will worry 
about pneumonia only if he takes 
too seriously the nostrum makers’ 
propaganda and the selling argu- 
ments offered by the shrewd cor- 
ner druggist. Tnere is no more 
likelihood of pneumonia occurring 
under such circumstances—unless 
the condition is deliberately aggra- 
vated by ill-advised doping with 
narcotic cough medicines—than in 
one who is perefectly well. The 
pain of pneumonia is a sharp, stab- 
bing pain, increased by coughing 
and by each inspiration, in short, 
a pleurisy pain, for with luyg fever 
(lobar pneumonia) there is’ invari- 
ably involvement of the lung coy- 


ering (pleura) in the inflammatory 


process. It is this shap pain which 
may be referred to the lower right 
side of the abdomen, particularly 
in children, and give rise to the 
suspicion of appendicitis; but ex- 
amination of the lungs will settle 
the doubt in every instance. 
To this day one sometimes sees 
people going about with the mouth 
carefully covered, lest they “take 
more cold.” This is the height of 
. teeta credulity and stipersti- 
tion. : 

The first and best insurance 
against possible pneumonia, in any 


acute illness which causes anxiety, 
is REST IN BED, 

The next best preventive is 
BREATHING COLD FRESH AIR, 
on Sleeping porch, in tent, or in 
room with windows always open.

Makes Clear His League Views 
In Plea for Nation’s A pprovaal

Marion, Ohio, October 28.—Consid- 
ering that we are still at war With! 
Germany, and the wide divergence 
of opinion in the country as to the 
treaty of Versailles, how is the 
United States to proceed to effect 
peace? 

This is one of the outstanding 
questions crystallizing out of the 
long discussion of the league of n&- 
tions issue. 

Recogaizing the situation ahead, 
there has been growing concern 
among leaders of both parties as to 
just *how the new president would 
accomplish a break in the deadlock 
over the peace treaty, with the sen- 
ate as equally divided as it will be 
after the elections, a 

Senator Harding is now working 
on a statement to the American 
people, designed to set forth clear- 
ly the steps he proposes to take to 
effect peace. : 

A. series of questions has been 
submitted to each cahdidate by thé 
United News, bearing on the man- 
ner in which they would proceed to- 
ward establishing the country on a 
peace footing. Governor Cox has 
furnished a statement covering the 
steps he proposes to take. 

The questions were submitted to 


ation growing out of the senate di- 
vision, as seen by party leaders. The 
same questions were submitted to 
both candidates with the word that 
each candidate was being solicited 
in like manner. The questions were 
as follows: 
The Five Questions. 


1. If elected, would you re-submit 
the treaty of Versailles with rec- 
ommendations for alterations and 
theh ratification? Would you re- 
submit it with recommendation for 
ratification without alteration? 
Would you re-submit it with recom- 
mendation for rejection in its en- 
tirety or in so far as references 
to the league covenant are concern- 
ed? Or would you pigeon-hole the 
entire treaty and start on the prob- 
lem from scratch? 

2. What steps jwould. you take be- 
tween November and March to win 
over a sufficient number of the sen- 
ate opposition to assure prompt ac- 
tion on the problem of peace after 
March 4? 

3. In this interval, would you get 
into touch with foreign governments 
on the question of acceptable reser- 
vations or an entire change of plan? 
If so, how would you establish this 
contact? 3 

4. Between November and March 
would you recommend any course of 
action for your party to take to- 
ward the treaty of Versailles now 
at the white house? 

5. Would you personally address a 
joint session of congress or send a 
message to that body in presenting 
your program for meeting the in- 
ternational problem? 

‘Senator Harding expects to cover 
these points, together with others 
about which he has been question- 
ed, in a general statement before 
election day. It was the original 
plan of republican leaders to have 
him outline his position in a state- 
ment immediately after election, but 
there are indications that the new 
idea wih be substituted. 

Gov. Cox Makes Answer. 

Pending the issuance of this 
statement, I present the Cox an- 
swers to the questions, as officially 
tendered. 

Cox’s answer to question No. 1: 

‘JT intend to resubmit the treaty 


both. candidates, in view of the situ-4 


after my inauguration. It is ap- 
parent that a special session of the 
congress will be necessary for this 
and other purposes vital to the best 
interests of the nation. I do not 
stand for rejection of the treaty in 
its entirety or for the separation 
of the covenant and the peace 
terms. I would not pigeonhole the 
whole treaty and start from 
scratch. , 

“J gtand for ratification of the 
league, and to achieve that end 
I will accept reservations that wil) 
help; that will clarify; that will 
reassure our own people and that 
will make clear to our associates 
in the league the limitations of our 
constitution, beyond which we can- 
not go. 

“With the least senatorial conver- 
sation possible consistent with the 
great interests invloved, we: wil} 
begin the actual work of reaching 
an agreement on ratification. I 
intend, if elected to sit down with 
the senate soon after the 4th of 
March and say: ‘Gentlemen, the 
time has come to act;. we have had 
enough conversation. The people 
have spoken their mandate and they 
want us to go into the league of 
nations.” 

Would Consult All. 

Answer to Question No. 2: 


“You ask what sreps I would take 
between November and March ‘to 
win over a sufficient number of 
votes to secure ratificatibn. The 
senatorial candidate said at Des 
Moines: ‘The democratic candidate 
favors going in; I favor staying 
out.’ My election would be a man- 
date from the American people to 
the senate to approve the entrance 
of the United States into the league 
with the reservations I have out- 
lined. For the senate to do other- 
wise, regardless og past actions, 
would be to treat the mandate of 
the people with contempt., During 
this period I intend to .confer with 
the president, Elihu Root, ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, and all others who have 
a sincere purpose, and who are 
equipped especially as advisors in 
this work.” 


Will Use All Information. 
Answer to Question No. 3: 


“T would not make an attempt to 
get into touch wich foreign gov- 
ernments on the question of accept- 
ing the reservations or as to change 
of plan. I would, however, make 
use of all information which has 
been gathered from whatever 
source; and I would respectfully 
urge and request that information 
be sought through our state depart- 
ment concerning reservations which 
would be acceptable. As a matter 
of fact, there has been Indication 
that the Hitchcock reservations, 
which is certainly one of the most 
ceptable to the allies.” 

Answer to Question No. 4: 

No Business in Politics. 


“I do not look upon the league of 
nations or the treaty of Versailles 
as a matter of partisan considera- 
tion. It never should have been 
in politics; and I, therefore, would 
not seek to secure any party align- 
ment between November and March. 
I want to see the United States a 
member of the league at the earliest 
possible moment, and I am sure that 
consummation will come very short- 
ly after March 4, 1921, as the joint 
action of both parties representins 
all the people of the country.” 


Take Counsel Together. 
Answer to Question No. 3B: 


“The observation is pertinent; 
and on matters of importance in my 
executive experience I have always 
gone in person to a joint session 
of the Ohio legislature. In con- 
nection with the program for meet- 
ing our international problems, 
important things before us, 1 would

Officials of the power company 
State that the percentage of those 
who chose the October 15 date wa 
just about one-third of the total ap- 
plicants, so that the company de- 
cided it not according to the wishes 
of the majority of their patrons 
to begin the heat sooner than No- 
vember l. 

With this experience, they said, 
November 1 was set as the date 
Which would be specified in con- 
tracts, especially on account of the 
rise in the price of coal, which had’ 
become effective in 1920.

MORE LIGHT GIVEN 
ON LUSITANIA CASE 


Ex-Collector Malone, 
Who Cleared the Liner, 
Says She Carried British 
Explosives — Charges 
“Frame-Up” on Lda 
Follette. 


New York, October 28.—Dudley 
Field Malone, candidate for govér- 
nor on the farmer-labor ticket anJ 
former collector of the port of New 
York, in an address tonight declar- 
ed that when the Lusitania was 
sunk by a German submarine she 
carried a consignment of 4,200 car- 
tridges for the British government, 
which contained a total of nearly 
eleven tons of black powder. The 
assertion was made in citing the 
ease of Senator La Follette, who 
charged that the Lusitania carried 
explosives for the British. 

“When the record of the Wilson 
administration becomes a matter of 
open history,” Mr. Malone declared, 
“the world will realize that no gov- 
ernment ever perpetrated such a 
reign of oppression and secrecy 
upon a people.” 

Mr. Malone said that when Sena- 
tor La Follette declared the Lusi- 
tania carried explosives consigned 
to the British government he was 
“immediately slated for expulsion 
from the senate, and, as we all re- 
member, came within a  hair’s 
breadth of .that fate.” 

Malone’s Report Withheld. 

“When Senator La Follette was 
on trial before the senate elections 
committee within his right as a sen- 
ator,” he continued, “he demanded 
from the treasury department a 
copy of the report of the collector 
of the port of New York on the con- 
dition and cargo of the Lusitania. 
The treasury department referred 
him to the state department and the 
state department refused on the 
ground that the report had become 
a part of the secret archives. As it 
happened, I wrote this report on thc 
Lusitania because I had examined 
the Lusitania in my capacity as col- 
lector of the port of New York. 
-.-. And it was upon the evidence 
supplied by me that the Lusitania 


was not armed, that President Wil- 
son wrote his famous second Lusi- 
tania note to the German imperial 
government. But, in my view, the 
ruthlessness of the German U-boat 
warfare could not justify the Wash- 
ington administration in persecut- 
ing Senator La Follette for telling 
the truth, nor could German mili- 
tarism be offered as a reason for re- 
fusing to tell the American people 
just what the Lusitania had on 
board when she was sunk. 
“Frame-Up” Alleged. 

“T considered then, and I. consider 
now, that the persecution of La 
Follette on a charge which the ad- 
ministration knew to the false from 
evidence in its own possession, was 
a frame-up on Senator La Follette, 
and a fraud on the American people, 
When I heard that Senator La Fol- 
lette was refused access to my fre- 
port, I informed his counsel and told 
his counsel to inform the govern- 
ment that I would testify in sup- 
port of the senator’s statements, and 
that I would not remain silent and 
see any man crucified for telling 
the truth. -Whereupon, the trial 
was postponed from week to week 
and finally dropped. It has been 
admitted by the German admiralty 
that the Lusitania was struck by a 
German torpedo. But it will never 
be known whether or not there was 
a second explosion in the Lusitan- 
ia’s cargo which made her sink be- 
fore she could be reached. ... We 
do not know and never will know 
actually what was in all the boxes 
ang cases which made up this car- 
go. But we did know that there 
was one consignment on board the 
Lusitania of 4,200 cases of Spring- 
field metallic cartridges, each case 
containing 1,000 cartridges, with 
five pounds of black powder to each 
1,000 cartridges. Therefore, there 
was concentrated in one consign- 
ment in the hold of the vessel a 
shipment of nearly eleven tons of 
black powder, which, by the impact 
of the torpedo, may very well have 
contributed to the incredibly rapid 
sinking of the great liner. 

Lusitania Not Armed, 


“The other consignments of am- 
munition and shrapnel known to 
have been on the Lusitania were 
consigned to the British govern- 
ment, but contained no explosives. 
President Wilson was perfectly 
right when he denied the charge 
made by the German government 
that the Lusitania was armed. She 
was not armed. But, the ‘adminis- 
tration was dead wrong when 
sought to keep from public Knowl- 
edge all the fatts about the Lusi- 
tania case.” 

Concluding his address, Mr. Ma- 
lone said: 


“No matter what may be the in- 
dividual opinions on the Lusitania 
or any other question of public 
knowledge, we must teach our po- 
litical leaders and our government 
that the American people are not 
afraid to learn the whole _ truth 
about anything and are willing to 
draw their own conclusions when al! 
the facts are presented, The auto- 
cratic suppression of the truth 
through the arrogant autocracy of 
the leaders of both old parties is 
merely another reason why the peo- 
ple at this election are saad for 
a new kind of administration, pol- 
itics and government.”

cost of production price is reached, 
but an appeal may be made to con- 
gress. 

A general committee to draw up 
a policy to be followed by the con- 
ference was appointed, with John 
Tromble, of Kansas, as chairman, 
and all the various agricultural in- 
terests represented. It went into 
executive session immediately. 

The conference met on call of 
the committee appointed by a re- 
cent similar gathering to receive 
the answer of the federal reserve 
board to the plea for more credits. 
The statement of the board was de- 
clared by this committee to. be un- 


satisfactory. 
€ -rgia Members Active. 
The three Georgia members, 


Charles Barrett, L. B. Jackson, di- 
rector of the Georgia Markets’ as- 
sociation, and Martin Amorous, of 
Marietta, took a prominent part in 
today’s session. 

The speakers denounced the poli- 
cy of sending bank surpluses to 
New York city, to be loaned to Wali 
street and other interests at exor- 
bitant call money rates, while the 
agricultural interests are unable to 
obtain financial assistance. 

Morgan Sheppard, a Virginia 
farmer and member of the Virginia 


State Farmers’ institute, said that 
“it is claimed that banks have loan- 
ed billions of dollars more than 
last year. What I want to know 
is to whom it was loaned.” He 
declared he knew of one Virginia 
bank which had sent-its surplus 
money to New York city and hit 
a call moneysrate of 22 per cent of 
interest. 

Mr. Sheppard suggested that in 
attacking New York city banks for 
high interest rates, John Skelton 
Williams, comptroller of the cur- 
rency, might investigate conditions 
in other cities. Mr. Sheppard said 
that Mr. Williams might find some- 
thing of value were he to inquire 
into banking operations in Rich- 
mond and othar places. 


The conference received a report 
from the committee which remained 
over in Washington from the last 
farmers’ conference and received 
the statement of the federal re- 
serve board’s policy with respect to 
crop financing. 

Charles W. Holman, representing 
the national board of farm manage- 
ment, characterized’ the board's 
statement as “the same old bunk 
useless and detrimental.” He de- 
clared that since September the 
prices of all essentials except clothe 
ing and farm products had risen and 
that these “had been artificially 
depressed.” 

Loan Suggested to Germany. 


A loan of @ billion dollars by the 
United States to Germany, was one 
plan laid before the poilcy commit- 
tee. William W. Brauer, of New 
York, who assertéd that he repre- 
sented the German °* government, 
asked the committee to indorse ieg- 
islation by congress authorizing 
such a loan to Germany. He said 
the German government was pre- 
pared to give such a iean priority 
over all reparations payments un- 
der the Versailles treaty. Property 
of the German government and the 
German nationals seized by the 
alien property custodian, and claims 
arising from the seizure of German 
shipping would be offered as ad- 
ditional security, Mr. Brauer said. 
Germany was ready to purchase 
$200,000,000 of agricultural products 
immediately, he asserted, on such 
an extension of credit. 

Mr. Brauer said he held a contract 
with the German government au- 
thorizing him to secure the billion- 
dollar loan, and would have sole 
charge in spending it. 

Labor Offers Support. 

Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
William K. Johnston, president of 
the Intermational Association of 
Machinists, promised their co-opera- 
tion with the farmers in addresses. 
Mr. Johnston declared Warren S&S. 
Stone, president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, had au- 
thorized him to give his support to 
the effort to secure credits for the 
orderly crop marketing. 

Mr. Morrison characterized as 
“profiteers” bankers who charge 
farmers and laboring men excessive 
interest rates, and added that the 
farmers and laborers, constituting 
a@ majority of the population, are 
supporting a minority who live at 
the expense of the majority. 

Defending the right of the la- 
borer to strike, Mr. Morrison said 
the farmer was likewise privileged 
to destroy a part of his crop if he 
cannot obtain a pair price for it. 

“Farmers and labbr are suffering 
from the same evil,’ said Mr. John- 
son, “and if we only co-operate we 
can solve them all. We could se- 
eure control of the banks b~ co- 
operation and change the complex- 
ion of congress.” 

Grip on Government. 


Johnson charged that “cer 
had gotten hold of the 
governme and were mar’ -ulating 
't for the benefit of the * © ‘nt 
explained that he was not referring 
to any particular administration. 

H, S. Mosely, of Perry Grove. 
4Ark., suggested that the farming 
interests send telegrams to Gov- 
ernor Cox and Senator Harding ask- 
ing them whether, if elected presi- 
dent. *ey would “remain inactive 
while the farmers are losing mil- 
lions of dollars,” and demanding

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CUT OUT COTTON 
AND KILL WEEVIL 


Farmers of Spalding Urge 
Unique Plan to Rid the 
* Country of Pest. 


Griffin, Ga., October 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At a meeting of thirty-four 
of Spalding county’s' best-known 
farmers, all of whom reside in what 
is known as the Cabin district, res- 
oOlutions were passed urging Georgia 


senators and congressmen to work 
for and secure the passage of a 
bill prohibiting the planting of cot- 
ton ivr one year east of the Missis- 
sippi river, and the following year 
west of the Mississippi, with a strip 
of fifty to one hundred miles on 
each side of the river not to be 
planted to cotton either year. . 

The resolution recites the fact that 
under existing conditions it is not 
possible to raise more than ha! 
crop of cotton, and then only at 
double expense. The farmers frank- 
sy admit such a law would work 
more or less a hardship upon many, 
especially the manufacturers of cot- 
ton goods, but it is the opinion 
that the situation demands some 
such drastic action. The closing 
paragraph of the resolution fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That we ask our con- 
gressmen, senators and other au- 
thorities whoever they may be, to 
pass a law of quarantine not allow- 
ing any cotton to be planted east 
of the Mississippi river in the year 
1921, nor any cotton to be planted 
west of the Mississippi in the vear 
1922, with a strip on the river fifty 
or one hundred miles wide that will 
not be planted either year. and 
that the people living in said fifty 
or one hundred-mile zone be paid 
a fair amount for having to suffer 
two years instead of one. That the 
rest of the cotton belt will not he 
paid as it is for their own rond, We 
believe further that this Is the op- 
portune time to pass this law as 
this can be done without losing our 
labor, there being nowhere for said 
labor to go
